This week we print the third of the 
essays in connection with the compe¬ 
tition on the subject of fire preven¬ 
tion, ths being the first prize winner 
in the Public School section. Fire 
prevention is always a seasonable sub¬ 
ject, and the methods suggested by 
our clever students will command the 
consideration of our careful citizens. 

The people of Vulcan do not want 
to have any fires whatever in our 
town. So the only way to prevent 
this >s to be careful. 

Last year there was a large loss in 
Alberta. The amount lost was about 
$1,737,600, and six men, two women 
and fifteen children lost their lives. 
The people of the province paid this 
amount. ' You alone can help to pre¬ 
vent fire by removing anything-which 
would cause fire. ” 

There are_many things not to do 
and to do in the prevention of fire: 

1. Ashes should never be thrown 
out in the yard against a board fence 
because the ashes that are not dead 
may never be effected until some time 
after if a large gust of wind was to 
arise the ash would set the fence on 
fire and it may bum down buildings 
causing a large loss. So to prevent 
this the ashes should be put in a metal 
container. 

2. Do not use coal oil foi\ lighting 
fires in the stove because the flames 
are forced back into the can causing 
it to explode and may kill you. Coal 
oil or gasoline should be kept in a red 
painted can. 

3. If using gasoline for cleaning 
clothing keep away from any sort of 
flames. Do not clean a glove on your 
hand because if you do the constant 
rubing will cause the glove to become 
heated and will catch on fire burning 
the hand and arm. 

4. You should not only clean the 
yard up and bum all rubbish but you 
should clean the house out from attic 
to ccllar'so that there will be nothing 
which when very warm will catch 
light. This should be done frequently. 

5. Defective flues and chimneys are 
largely the cause of many fires. Flues 
should be cleaned out frequently be¬ 
cause if a strong wint was to come up 
the draught would go up the chimney 
which heats the soot and makes the 
chimney hot. As it goes out of the 
chimney it lights on the roof of the 
house setting it on fire. 

6. Be sure when putting up a stove 
that the chimney is secure so that 
when a wind comes up it will not 
shake them down. If it were to shake 
them down while hot the house would 
catch on fire. 

7. In public places a sign should be 

put up “No smoking". * 

8. Wherever necessary a barrel full 
of water and charged extinguishers 
should be kept in case of fire it can be 
put out quickly. 

9. If you notice anywhere that there 
is something that will cause fire noti¬ 
fy the authorities immediately. 

10. Oily rags or anyhing of the sort 
should not be allowed to lay around 
where they will catch alight. 

11. See before going to bed that 
your stove is perfectly safe to leave. 

12. Even if you are insured do not 
think that -you don’t need to be care¬ 
ful for you do. 

13. Do not throw lighted matches, 
cigars or cigarettes around. 

To have a school fire drill is a very 
good thing because if there was a fire 
in the school the children would all be 
excited and try to get out all at once. 
But if they had had fire drill they 
would know that they could get out 
in time. 

If there is a fire and no one has 
given the alarm before you noticed the 
fire you yourself should run to the fire 
box if any and ring to give the alarm. 
After you give the alarm do not run 
to the fire but wait until the chemicals 
or fire engines come which they gen¬ 
erally do. 

In the town of Vulcan We do not 
allow bonfires in the town limits. The 
garbage must be burnt in the contain¬ 
er or sent to nuisance gFound where

THE FUTURE GRAIN TERMINAL 

The late experience of the prairie 
grain growers based upon shipments 
to the western coast would indicate 
that Vancouver Is the coming market 
for the western provinces. The short¬ 
er haul with its advantage of lower 
freight rates, and the further advan¬ 
tage of the all-year-round shipments 
would seem to assure the farmers of 
these provinces a future relief from 
the excessively high tariffs and 
charges of the eastern terminals and 
their inability to handle deliveries 
after the end of navigation on the 
Great Lakes. Here when “freeze-up” 
time comes the movement of grain is 
inactive except for the little occasional 
railroad business, and real business is 
not again apparent until the opening 
of navigation in the early spring, dur¬ 
ing which time the producers, in con¬ 
sequence, are also, of necessity, in u 
state of coma as far as any business 
from grains are concerned. With the

Arrangements are now being made 
for -the annual provincial seed fair, 
and a convention of seed growers of 
the province to be held during the 
U.F.A. Convention in Edmonton tjie 
week of January 16 to 20. Entries for 
the seed fair are to be in not later 
than January 10. A new feature this 
year will be the boys and girls sec 1 
tion, in which prizes will be offered to 
boys and girls who have won first and 
second prizes in the school fairs dur¬ 
ing this year. Prizes will be offered 
to these in- wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
sunflower, ^irn, alfalfa. Prizes will 
also be offered for collections of noxi¬ 
ous weeds, to boys and girls not over 
17 years of age, the samples to be 
properly mounted and named. There 
will also be prizes for essays of 300 
words, on weed control and eradica¬ 
tion. In addition to this there will be 
a grain judging competiton open to 
teams of three each of the second year 
boys n the Agricultural schools. On 
the last day of the fair there will be 
an auction sale of seed grain sold off 
somple. 

At the seed fair the formation of a 
provincial seed growers organization 
for the handling of registered seed 
will be considered. A program is also 
being arranged for addresses on all 
phases of agriculture, chiefly on field 
husbandry and an effort is being made 
to secure authorities on seed grain 
from outside the province.

of the grain trade of the western 
provinces to the coast city. At pre¬ 
sent the capacity for handling at the 
coast is entirely inadequate, but the 
position is being appreciated by some 
of the elevator concerns who are now 
constructing there in anticipation of 
the future business; one company 
putting up an elevator of 1,600,000 
bushels capacity. A$the present time 
only about 50 cars a day can be hand¬ 
led at Vancouver, which is an insigni¬ 
ficant amount with what could be de¬ 
livered if accommodations were to be 
had. We understand that the large 
eastern terminals are not heedless of 
the importance of Vancouver in this 
respect and are somewhat fearful of 
the results. Again, besides the ad¬ 
vantage of freight rates, the pre¬ 
miums at the coast have been 6 cents 
over spot at Fort William right along, 
which has meant much for shippers 
to Vancouver. The present freight 
rates are 25 cents for export and 42c 
for domestic, another material saving 
as against the eastern markets. Van- 
cauver is the favorable point and we 
trust to see it soon capable of taking 
care of the business which would be 
offered.

SPECIAL RATES ON SEED GRAIN 


It has been arranged that the same 
reduction in freight rates as apply to 
seed grain sent out from the govern¬ 
ment seed 1 plant, shall also apply to re¬ 
gistered seed grain sent in by farm¬ 
ers to the plant at Edmonton. To ob¬ 
tain this rate it is necessary fer farm¬ 
ers having registered seed to send to 
the government plant, to have a cer¬ 
tificate signed by W. J. Stephen, crops 
commissioner of the department of 
agriculture, to the effect that the seed 
is from crop, inspected by an inspec¬ 
tor and eligible for registration. The 
reduction in rates amounts to about 
45%.

No further seed testing for farmers 
will be carried on at the Schools of 
Agriculture in the province, according 
to an announcement from the deport¬ 
ment of agriculture by Hon. Goo. 
Hoadley. It is also announced by 
Doan Howes of the Agricultural Col¬ 
lege at the University, that no more 
seed testing for farmers will be done 
there. For some time it has been the 
custom to test samples of seed sent in 
by farmers at the schools of agricul¬ 
ture and at the'college, but these seed 
testings had no official status, since 
the Dominion government maintains a 
large and competent staff at its Cal¬ 
gary branch for the purpose of pro¬ 
viding official seed testing. It has 
been decided therefore, that there 
shall be no further duplication of this 
work by the schools or college of agri¬ 
culture. Samples of seed should be 
sent by farmers to the Dominion Srtd 
Branch at Calgary.

A press dispatch recently told of a 
shipment of 100,000 pounds of turkeys 
to Montreal from Hungary. They are 
being sold at 38 cents a pound whole¬ 
sale for retail sale at about 44 cents 
in Ontario and Quebec. At the same 
time we have in Western Canada a 
surplus of turkeys and the farmer 
who gets 28 cents a pound wholesale 
considers himself in luck, while in¬ 
dications are that before the local 
Christmas market price will be much 
lower.' According to The Farmers’ 
Sun, Toronto, the retail price in Mon- 
| treal is expected to reach 50'cents for 
i i Christmas. 

11 In carload lots it costs less than four 
! cents a pound to lay turkeys on the 
1 1 Montreal market from Calgary. With 
11 a surplus of turkeys in the west and 
I it being possible to lay that surplus 
| on the eastern market at a better 
| wholesale price than is obtainable for 
I it here, why is'it that turkeys from 
| ] Hungary are selling in the east ? It 
| {is easier to ask questions than to an- 
I j swer them them as a rule, but this 
' I paper suggests that the answer in this 
I case is not too difficult for the aver¬ 
age man. 

With efficient marketing organiza¬ 
tion in the U. F. A. it would be pos¬ 
sible for members of that body to 
keep posted asTo where shortage was 
likely to occur and where surplus was 
indicated. With that knowledge in 
hand it would be possible to arrange 
for finishing and sale iA time to lay 
the goods down on the shortage mar¬ 
ket where and when it was most need¬ 
ed and at the best price. We do not 
know whether the U. F. A. figures on 
a marketing organization for its 
members but would imagine from this 
turkey illustration that it does not, 
which, if true, is unfortunate. 

If there is one thing farmers lack 
in this western country it is market¬ 
ing wisdom. Dominion and provincial 
government spend millions of the peo¬ 
ple’s money yearly to teach the farm¬ 
ers how, when, where and what to 
grow. That is commendable, but 
what is the use of getting maximum 
production when in case of famine in 
one part of Canada and surplus in 
another the surplus is left a loss on 
the hands of its producers while the 
famine is relieved by imports from 
far away Europe. It looks as if the 
governments might with profit to the 
country in general spend a portion of 
its millions on lessons to the farmers 
in the business of marketing their 
products. 

HOPPER CAMPAIGN 

“The - campaign that was waged 
against grasshoppers in Alberta dur¬ 
ing the past summer, yielded most 
gratifying results,” writes E. H. 
Strickland. Though the crops of 
large areas were threatened with com¬ 
plete destruction the actual losses so 
far reported are comparatively small. 
As a result of the campaign we can 
confidently anticipate a marked re¬ 
duction in the severity of the out¬ 
break next year, throughout the 
greater portion of infested territory. 
The outbreak is, however, by no means 
over. A large number of grasshoppers 
escaped destruction early in the sea¬ 
son' when the campaign was at its 
height and favored by an exceptional¬ 
ly open fall they were able to prolong 
their egg-laying activities well into 
October. This means that many of 
them laid more than their formal 
number of fifty eggs. In some dis¬ 
tricts, in which the infestation was 
comparatively light this year this 
may lead to a more severe outbreak 
next year than 'was^ experienced this. 
In the southern portion of the prov¬ 
ince it would appear that the roadside 
grasshopper has been reduced almost 
to normal numbers and there should 
be little difficulty in controlling this 
pest with no loss whatever if everyone 
is on the lookout for the breeding 
places in the spring and poison them 
as soon as the young hoppers appear. 
The situation in regard to lpsser- 
migratory grasshopper is, Ifowever, 
less satisfactory. In districts in the 
south as well as elsewhere, its num¬ 
bers have increased locally owing to 
extensive migrations. Everyone who 
had experience with this pest last 
summer will realize how difficult it 
is to control on account of the fact 
that it lays its eggs throughout stub¬ 
ble land and deserted farms. For this 
reason also it is liable to cause far 
greater losses in the districts that it 
infects than is the roadside grasshop¬ 
per. Only by careful attention to the 
advice that has been given by the de¬ 
partment of Agriculture can a repeti¬ 
tion of the losses occasioned by this 
pest, be avoided next year. Much of 
the loss that was suffered last year 
was due to the fact that farmers were 
not prepared to treat the extensive 
breeding grounds of the lesser-migra¬ 
tory grasshopper early in the season. 
It is hoped that during the winter, 
councillors of municipalities and mem¬ 
bers of U.F.A. locals will make ar¬ 
rangements to have the necessary sup¬ 
plies on hand for this work and that 
they will benefit from the experience 
gained last summer to plan for the 
most economical method of handling 
these uncultivated areas. Grasshopper 
damage was held to a minimum last 
summer and entirely by control meas¬ 
ures and the pest is still sufficiently 
numerous in almost every locality to 
cause serious losses next year unless 
arrangements are made during the 
winter whereby these control meas¬ 
ures can be repeated as soon as the 
grasshoppers appear in the spring.

Alberta produced in 1922 ten mil¬ 
lion dollars’ worth more in products 
of the land and livestock than in 1921, 
according to annual statistics which 
have been compiled by the Publicity 
Bureau of the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture, in co-operation, with 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Products of the land in 1921 including 
value of livestock slaughtered and sold 
totalled $137,455,000 and the estimate 
of this year’s value of production is 
placed at $147,336,000. 

The increase comes chiefly in the 
larger quantity of grain in the prov¬ 
ince this year, and in the substantial 
increase in dairy products. The quan¬ 
tity of wheat produced shows an in¬ 
crease of about ten ' million bushels, 
although the average per acre is 
lower than last year. The average 
price for wheat is slightly higher this 
year than last year. 

It Is estimated that there will be 
about 62,000,000 bushels of wheat of 
this year’s crop, the average price re¬ 
ceived by the fanner being about 78c. 
The total value of all field crops this 
season is placed at $94,369,000 as com¬ 
pared to $82,795,200, last year. v 

A big drop is shown in the value of 
animals slaughtered and sold. Last 
year this figure was $17,290,000, this 
year it is placed at $13,148,000. 

The increase in dairy products and 
their value is rather remarkable. Al¬ 
though the number of dairy cows in 
the province is less than last year, and 
although the general market for 
creamery butter was lower than last 
year, value of dairy products shows an 
increase this year of a million dollars. 
More than 2,000,000 lbs. more of 
creamery butter was made in the 
province this year than last, the fig¬ 
ures being 13,048,000 for last year, 
and 16,176,000 for this year. The 
amount of factory cheese also shows 
an increase from §80,660 lbs. to 976,- 
000 lbs. 

Livestock in the province show a 
shrinkage from last year, the value of 
stock in the province this year being 
set at $108,300,000, while last y^ar it 
totalled $136,809,000. 


POKER CHEQUES 

Judgement was handed down by His 
Honor Judge McNeil last week, in re¬ 
gard to a case tried before the dis¬ 
trict court at Strathmore on Novem¬ 
ber 21st, and in which judgment was 
reserved. The case arose out of a 
poker game played in Strathmore last 
January, the defendant in the case 
having cashed cheques from the plain¬ 
tiff for the purpose of staying in the 
game. The cheques totalled $145. One 
cheque for $40 or $45 was honoured 
by the bank, but two for $80 and $25 
were dishonoured. The game hap¬ 
pened in January of ttys year. The 
defence pleaded that the cheques were 
given in settlement of a gambling 
transaction which he alleged was ille¬ 
gal and contrary to the provisions of 
the Criminal Code and the laws in 
force in this Province respecting 
gambling contracts, and that no ac¬ 
tion lay against the Defendant in 
respect thereof, says the Standard. 

In giving judgment for plaintiff 
Judge McNeil states as follows: The 
plaintiff as payee and holder sues the 
defendant as drawer for the amount 
of two cheques, $25.00 and $80.00 re¬ 
spectively, and abandons the excess 
over $100.00 in order to bring the 
amount within the small debt juris¬ 
diction. These two cheques and a 
third for $40.00 or $45.00 were cashed 
by the plaintiff at the defendant’s re¬ 
quest to put the defendant in funds, 
$25.00 to commence to play, and $80.00 
after the $25.00 and $46.00 had been 
lost, to continue to play a game of 
cards with the plaintiff. The game 
lasted an hour or two, and the defend¬ 
ant lost all the cash, and he now re¬ 
fuses to pay the cheques. These 
cheques were not given by the de¬ 
fendant to pay gaming losses already 
incurred. The defendant says they 
were given partly to cover losses, but 
gives no evidence as to what part, and 
1 find this fact against him. The $40 
or $45 cheque having been negotiated 
by the plaintiff, the defendant provid¬ 
ed funds to pay that cheque, but re¬ 
fused to provide funds for the other 
two. Having cashed these cheques 
there was no obligation resting on the 
defendant to continue playing; it-was 
his privilege to stop at any stage of 
the game, and had his subsequent 
ventures in the game proven success¬ 
ful there was nothing to prevent the 
defendant leaving with the cash se¬ 
cured for his cheque as well as his 
winnings. Surely in either of- these 
cases he would not be permitted to 
repudiate his cheques, neither should 
he, in my opinion, when his voluntary 
operations with the cash received from 
the plaintiff resulted in loss. 

There will be judgment for the 
plaintiff with costs. 


All export liquor stores in Saskat¬ 
chewan were closed by law on Decem¬ 
ber 15. In this province, export liquor 
stores have been given until March 1st 
to dispose of their stock, which is a 
rather generous attitude on the part 
of the Attorney General’s department 
in view of the expressed views of the 
attorney general. 

Premier Dunning has placed a well 
thought out plan for co-operative 
marketing that is very far from the 
wheat board plan. He provides for a 
farmers' co-operative plan which is 
voluntary. The wheat board bill pro¬ 
vided for government operation and 
compulsion upon the producer. There 
is a wide difference between the one 
and the other. 


But there is no cause for pessimism 
or gloom, this is the land of the! 
pioneer, not the quitter, and with our 
western spirit there is no trouble, I 
financial or otherwise, that we cannot 
surmount.” With the above sentence 
Premier Greenfield concluded a brief, 
but very telling address, to the con¬ 
vention of the Union of Alberta Muni¬ 
cipalities a|t Edmonton recently. 

The premier said that he had no 
doubt that the mayor of Edmonton j 
had welcomed the delegates in his 
usual happy manner, but as a citizeni 
and a member of the government, he ' 
wished to add a personal word of 
welcome and hoped that their conven¬ 
tion would be a success. > 

Notwithstanding the trying condi¬ 
tions under which their cities, towns 
and villages had been laboring during 
the last few years, they had every rea¬ 
son to be proud of their cities and 
towns and of the administration that 
had been pulling them through that 
time. Also of the spirit of civic pride 
that was to be found in all their com¬ 
munities, a most important feature in 
their selection of good mayors, and 
aldermen and councillors, and in the 
addition of good and sane policies of 
administration. 

Many problems fronted the govern¬ 
ing bodies of the land, brought about 
by years of over-expansion, followed 
by the years of war, and those had 
brought about a very different period 
in the present. The main trouble in 
the province. today was over-expan¬ 
sion, and being spread out over too 
large an area. 

There was a natural tendency when 
up against trouble financial or other¬ 
wise, to turn to someone else to help 
out, and this tendency was to be seen 
all through with the individual, muni¬ 
cipal or government. But, when the 
same ailment was affecting all, and 
the municipality was hard pressed, 
and the corporation and individual 
business troubled by similar condi¬ 
tions, they had to try and cultivate an 
attitude of ntlfid that they must 
shoulder their own pack and rough as 
the road might be, do the best they 
could until better times. 

For this reason, he added, the pro¬ 
vincial government had to cut off a 
great many of the services that it had 
been giving, due to the tightness of 
the financial belt.

Calgary is 1,243 miles from Fort William, and New 
Salem, North Dakota, is 469 miles from Minneapolis

In making these comparisons we have not singled 
out particular points where these differences only occur, 
for the same is true of every point on the^A^ierican side 
of equal distance from their terminals as op the Canadian 
side.

MUST BE VALID 


ALUMNI REUNION 


A .school teacher by name of John¬ 
ston sued the McEwan School beard 
for breach of contract. She lost the 
case, then appealed and Mr. Justice 
Stuart recently gave his judgment in 
favor of the school board. This 
teacher made application for position, 
was accepted by the secretary-treas¬ 
urer, who notified the applicant. Later 
information was sent that her services 
would not be required. In consequence 
of this delay, the teacher lost several 
other positions and was out of em¬ 
ployment for some time. Accordingly 
she entered action for damages. 

It appears that the secretary-treas¬ 
urer was authorized by a resolution of 
the board to advertise and arrange 
agreement with the teacher. This was 
an irregular proceeding, it is pointed 
out, as the teacher can be appointed 
only by resolution at a regularly call¬ 
ed meeting of the board. Although 
the appeal court took note of the 
irregularity it ruled that “the teacher, 
particularly in view of his or her in¬ 
tended be careful to inquire before¬ 
hand as to the regularity of the pro¬ 
ceedings of the board.” 

Their lordships also ruled that the 
contract between the teacher and the 
board must be in the foirn prescribed 
by the minister of education, and that 
no contract can\be deemed valid and 
binding on either party but this pre¬ 
scribed form of contract. 

J. W. 3araett, secretary-treasurer 
of the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance, 
commenting on the case, said the 
alliance had sponsored it because 
there has been so much controversy in 
the matter of alleged violations of 
contract by teachers and school boards, 
and the alliance desired to have a de¬ 
finite ruling as to what actually con¬ 
stituted a valid and binding contract 
upon both parties to the agreement. 

“As a matter of fact,” Mr. Barnett 
said, “I question if one teacher in a 
thousand who accepts service in this 
province, has been in the habit of be¬ 
ing secured by law. Most teachers do 
not sign their contracts until some 
time after they have commenced 
teach irife. Now they will realize that 
to allow themselves to continue this 
practice, will be playing with fire.”
